No Longer Needed 


, T T HE CURRENT DISPUTE over the Canadian 
1 Broadcasting Corporation coupled with the ever¬ 
present threat that more and more taxpayers' dollars 
will be needed to maintain and extend its costly op¬ 
eration adds considerable weight to the growing feel¬ 
ing in this country that the organization has outlived 
both its usefulness and its purpose. 

The CBC was originally designed to safeguard the 
national character of Canada against the broadcast¬ 
ing influence of its large neighbor to the south. In 
all fairness it must be stated that it attained this ob¬ 
jective and also projected our native cultural and en¬ 
tertainment train to our own people. 

Complementary to this was the opportunity It 
gave to Canadian artists, writers, musicians and others 
connected with the broadcasting field. Though this 
aim still stands good it may be argued that it is no 
longer a necessary one with the advent of so many 
Canadian owned and operated private broadcasting 
systems. 

Canadianism today is an established fact, no 
longer under the same threat of extinction it was 
when the CBC was first created. And even though 
it may still need some protection the CBC is hardly 
a force to be reckoned with in its protection. 

Indeed, in recent years the corporation seems to 
have abandoned whatever purpose it was pursuing in 
this regard. By and large the CBC has simply become 
a purveyor of entertainment—and mostly American, 
at that—as far as the average Canadian citizen is 
concerned. 

And for this dubious service taxpayers will be 
expected to pay out nearly 5150 million in the coming 
year, if the CBC has its way. 

Three years ago outspoken Liberal MP Ralph 
Cowan had this to say in the House of Commons: “I 
believe the CBC in this day and age is unnecessary 
in this country. It does not serve one useful purpose 
that cannot be served by private broadcasters, and 
better.”

U.S. space observers have known for more than a year 
the Russians were sending spacecraft on short-duration 
flights suggesting teste of sub-orbital missiles. 

Defence Secretary McNamara's announcement Friday 
confirmed what had been suspected: the technique has been 
perfected. 

The first at the strange launches, all of which have been 
disguised under the general Russian heading of Cosmo* 
flights, was made Sept. 17,1966. There have been eight others, 
the last one Oct 28, 1967. 

All nine were of one or less than one orbit. Indicating the 
Russians were working out means of calling spacecraft pay¬ 
loads back to preselected places on earth at will.

One of America’s leading authorities on LSD 
research told students at the University of Vic¬ 
toria the controversial drug may benefit society. 

Dr. Sidney Cohen, an asso¬ 
ciate professor at the Univers¬ 
ity of California at Los 
Angeles, who has done re¬ 
search into LSD for 13 years, 
addressed an overflow crowd 
in the university’s education- 
arts lecture theatre. 


Dr. Cohen said many users 
of LSD are now tuning to 
imphetamines, primarily 
methydrine. 


Before his downfall, Nikita Khmshchev boasted Russia 
could launch intercontinental missiles into semi-orbital tra¬ 
jectories carrying them around the world to positions from 
which they could be aimed at the United States through Wind 
spots In this country’s ballistic missile warning system. 

A puzzling thing about the so-called fractional-orbit 
launches, aoording to U.S. observers, was that Russia ap¬ 
peared to be trying to call public attention to them by an¬ 
nouncing their trajectories.

Potato Problems

In checking over my mall records 
tor the put few month!, I wu 
surprised to find how many at theie 
letter! contained question! pertaining to 
the growing of potatoes. I wouldn’t have 
thought the sverage backyard gardener 
would be interested In this unglamoroui 
crop, for potatoes are so cheap and so 
plentiful la the stores, and unlike 
tomatoes and strawberries, store-bought 
spuds are usually superior In quality to 
home-grown ones. 

It is quite evident from my mall, 
however, that quite a few readers do in 
fact operate a potato patch in their 
gardens — and not too suooesafully, 
judging by the complaints listed in 
these letters. It occurred to me, then, 
that It might be helpful to discuss today 
some of the most oommonly asked 
questions. 

* * ♦ 

Q. — Is It okay to save potatoes from 
tola year's crop to plant aa seed 
potatoes next year? 

A. — If the stored potatoes seem to 
be clean and healthy and of good 
quality, they can be saved and used for 
seed, I think it is wise, though, to save 
your own seed for one year, buying 
fresh certified seed every second year. 

You see, there are virus diseases, 
spread by aphids and other sap-sucking 
Insects, which build up in intensity over 
the years without any very obvious 
symptoms except gradually diminishing 


crop. Fresh seed every second year 
helps avoid this build-up of infection. 

q. — Why Is It necessary to buy 
certified seed potatoes? Why can’t 
ordinary grocer's potatoes be used for 
planting? 

A. — Potatoes intended for eating 
rather than planting are sometimes 
treated with a growth-inhibiting chemi¬ 
cal to keep them from sprouting in 
storage. While these tubers are per¬ 
fectly wholesome Id eat, it isn’t any use 
planting a potato which has lost the 
ability to sprout Moreover, certified 
seed potatoes are g ro wn under govern, 
msnt Inspection to insure freedom from 
disease.

q. — Are packaged potato eyes 
listed In the seed catalogues satisfac¬ 
tory? 

A. — Yea, and they have certain 
advantages over tubers. They do not 
produce as good a crop as whole or cut 
tubers, but they are cheaper to buy and 
light enough to be shipped by m&H. 
They are available In a wider range of 
varieties than whole seed tubers, and at 
their low cost of about two cents per 
eye, it is practicable to do a little 
experimenting to find the variety best 
suited to your soil and your family’s 
taste. 

One idea which la finding wide 
acceptance Is planting certified potato 
eyes for the special purpose of raising 
your own seed potatoes. Next spring, for 


instance, you would plant enough whole 
or cut tubers to supply the needs of 
your family, but you would also put in a 
row or two of eyes to supply the seed 
potatoes for the following year’s 
planting. 

Q. — My potatoes are invariably 
scabby. How can I grow dean-skinned 
spuds? 

A. — Scab is a fungus infection — 
sort of a skin disease of potatoes. The 
flesh of a scabby potato Is quite 
wholesome but there is quite a k>$s 
through having to peel them more 
deeply than normally. The Infecting 
spores may live In the soil, on the skins 
oi stared tubers, and in bins and boxes 
and sacks which have contained scabby 
potatoes. 

★ * * 

Start with clean, certified seed and 
make sure they do not come in contact 
with infected tubers or containers. 
Plant in a portion of the garden which 
has not previously grown a crop of 
potatoes Cover each seed piece in its 
furrow with a good shovelful of half- 
rotted leaves or half-ripe compost 
before filling In. 

Two contributing factors which 
favor scab disease are lime and hen 
manure. Do not use chicken manure on 
the potato plot and do not plant on 
freshly limed ground. Potatoes DO need 
a little lime for optimum growth, but 
the residue from an application given to 
the previous year’s crop should be 
sufficient.

What social scientists have 
lately called "the self-fulfilling 
prophecy’’ is hard at work in 
such cases. Because of our 
prejudice or fear or ignor¬ 
ance, we expect certain 
groups to behavt in a certain 
negative way; and the very 
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thrust of our expectations 
tends to drive them in that 
same direction. Then we feel 
"justified" in condemning 
them, because they have 
predictably reacted as .we 
thought they would. 


In this truly vicious circle, 
all racial and religious and 
geographical discrimination is 
constantly being reinforced — 
because the objects of our 
prejudice eventually oome to 
resemble the stereotypes we 
have cast them In. And our 
contempt becomes their self- 
contempt. 

The vast revolutions await¬ 
ing us tn the latter third of 
ti»e 20th century may take the 
form of political revolutions, 
but they win be racial re volu¬ 
tions In substanoe, using as 
their tremendous lever the 
insane delusion of the white 
race that the blackness of the 
skin belongs to the man, and 
not merely to the skin.

Not Athletic 

By now, even the most 
unintelligent must have deduced 
that I aril not athletically 
inclined. 

I might volunteer the fact 
that the only thing stMetic 
about me Is my feet. 

I am not filled with the Wood- 
lust of the hunter who must let 
off steam by killing a 
defenceless animal, but on foe * 
other band, I am not by any 
means a sportsman. 

When I decided I might want 
to try the sport (tor want of a 
better description) I chose the 
least expensive rifle I could — 
an army surplus .303. 

Guesswork 

Having Mttle skill, and plenty 
of lethargy, I thought one of the 
expensive rifles would possibly 
be a needless expense. 

My marksmanship Is such 
that I can always manage to get 
the slug out the muzzle of the 
gun by pulling the trigger, but 
after foat, It’s anyone's guess 
where it will wind up. 

Realizing this, I determined I 
would not shoot unless I bad no 
chance to miss. 

I began to bunt. 

Filled with my natural Inertia, 

I chose to hunt in places where 
the walking was effortless. 

No Bother 

I found an area I considered 
to be beautiful hunting territory. 

I could hunt tor hours without 
being bothered by finding deer. 

I do not hunt birds, because 
at two bits a shot, I would 
rather shoot at something with 
more meat. 

When at last I had deduced 
the deer were not In the area I 
liked, I changed territory. 

I learned how to track foe 
wary- animals. [ 

Name of Game 

I soon discovered that if I 
kept my bead down, following 
fresh tracks. I would ‘put up’ 
deer frequently. 

However, I also found that 
scaring the deer was not enough 
— I must also shoot at them. 

Much later, I finally found an 
animal more stupid in foe ways 
of deer than I. 

With the skill of a left-handed 
ape. I dressed my first kill. 

Throughout the winter, the 
family delighted in plucking fur 
from steaks. 

No Mistake 

Seldom was there any possi¬ 
bility of mistaking my H|ll for 
anything else foat winter. 

With dexterity I had managed 
to get all the musk from foe 
gland onto the meat, so that 
every meal tasted like a herd of 
aged sheen. 

The following year, having 
more experience, I crept up on 
another stupid animal. 

So stupid, it allowed me to get 
to within 20 feet, well within foe 
range of accuracy I had de¬ 
veloped. 

Conclusion 

I am still not sure whether 
the slugs or concussion from the 
explosion killed the animal, but 
only one shot was needed. 

Word of foe stupid deer in my 
area must have spread, because 
later the territory was filled 
with experienced and 
knowledgeable hunters, with 
■cepes, expenrive rifles, hats 
lhat glowed like foe sunset, and 
other equipment foat made me 
dodge into foe bushes to escape 
their scorn for my inadequate 
equipment. 

That was the year I was shot 

at. 

Two men, experienced to the 
point that they could tell a deer 
from its walk, let loose with a 
barrage toward a buck walking 
along an old logging road. 

I felt a bit embarrassed at not 
knowing there was a deer on 
the road. 

Could See Easily 

Especially, since I was on the 
road, and could see 25 yards in 
both directions. 

That was also the year I 
changed hunting territory. 

Besides, I had killed all foe 
stupid deer in foe area, and 
could find none winch would 
allow me to approach within my 
safe shooting range. 

For foe past two years I have 
been what is referred to as 
“skunked”, because in my ig¬ 
norance, I cannot distinguish 
sounds well enough to try a 
‘russle shot,* and too slow in 
distinguishing whether a deer 
running through bushes 100 
yards away has horns. 

!-*»» alsa-sur wd wit h foe-loth- 
foat allows me to creep to 
within 15 feet of a deer, only to 
find it is a doe or fawn. And in 
open season. I find the animal 
that has been ripping trees out 
by the roots is a squirrel. 

If only there were a hunting 
School that could teach me the 


ways of the hunter, so that I 
too, could accurately shoot into 
the bush and kill only a deer, 
and not another hunter. 

Or possibly to learn how to 
make a snap shot at a running 
deer, and be assured of a clean 


kill, and not blow out its 
intestines, leaving the animal to 
ron, to hide, and to. die in thick 
brush. 

Maybe some day I will be an 
experienced hunter like foat 
i Then I will stop hunting. 


NANAIMO — A 24-year-old 
apprentice electrician, John 
Burk McGlinchey of Nanaimo, 
wai sentenced to 15 months in 
Jail Friday for having had 
carnal knowledge of a 15-year- 
old girl. 

When the trial began Thurs¬ 
day in assize court, McGlin¬ 
chey pleaded not guilty to that 
charge, and to the charge of 
rape. 

However h i s plea was 
changed shortly before sen¬ 
tencing Friday by defence 
counsel S. G. Clark to guilty 
on the lesser charge, of 
having had carnal knowledge 


of a girl aged between 14 and 
16 who was not his wife. 

The offence took place July 
23 off Harwood Road. 

Crown counsel David Wil¬ 
liams, of Duncan then 
dropped the rape charge. 

The girl testified that Mc¬ 
Glinchey had forced his will 
upon her after leaving the 
beach with another couple. 

She said that despite her 
struggles, during which she 
said she scratched, bit and 
kneed him, he forced her to 
submit . 

Friday, while testifying on 


his own behalf, a different 
story was related. 

He said that he, the girl and 
the other couple left the beach 
at 4:30 p.m. July 23 and he 
dropped the couple off. 

He said be then drove onto 
Ha rewood Road, down the 
Seventh Street extension, by 


the SPCA shelters, and then 
to a secluded spot 

He claimed foat the only 
objection the girl made after 
he put bis arm around her 
was that jbe said she bad to 
go home. 

McGlinchey said foe girl 
told him “For a few minutes, 
and then take me home.” 

Later he quoted her as 
saying, "Pm only 15, I could 
get you Into trouble." 

To which he replied, “Yeah, 
I could get 14 yean." 

She had told him not to 
worry, he said. 

The girl testified Thursday 


night she had taken a pen out 
of her handbag after the 
incident and wrote his name 
an her thigh, and when she 
had got out of foe oar, taken 
down his licence number. 

McGlinchey said he went 
home, got into bed and shortly 
later was awoken by police 
and charged with rape.
